"My crewmen saw it first 
and shouted for me to look.

The sheer weight of the 
creatures, which were at least 



40 feet long, broke the boat in 
two. 

"We fell in the water and 
held tight to anything that was 
afloat," said Capt. Carre. "But 
the serpents went straight for 
my men.

"Everything happened so 
fast, less than a couple of 
minutes." he added. "Then the 
monsters just vanished in the 
sea." 

French authorities refused 
to name the captain of the ves- 
sel that rescued Capt. Carre.

They also said police and 
naval vessels were in the Med- 
iterranean looking for the re- 
mains of the fishing boat and 
other clues that might pertain 
to the case.

Dressed only in his night- 
shirt in 20 degree weather and 
confined as he was inside the 
galvanized metal can, Mr. 



Hamm could only gesture 
back. His voice could not 
be heard because he was in- 
side the enclosed porch. 

Finally, the mother of Mr. 
Hamm's newspaper carrier 
stopped around to check on the 
old man and found him encased 
in his 20-gallon garbage can. 

Sgt. Marchetti said that Mr. 
Hamm, who lived alone, was a 
friendly old man. The cold 
weather and stress of trying to 
escape probably brought on his 
heart attack, he said.

After he spent 10 weeks in a coma, docs were about to pull the 
plug on 79-year-old Harold Cybulski who they said was brain dead. 
But when his toddler grandson cried out, "Grandpa" — the old man 
sat up in bed wide awake and fit as a fiddle! 

And just a few short weeks later Cybulski, who fell into a coma during 
heart surgery, walked out of the hospital and returned to his home in 
Barry's Bay, Canada. 

"It was just amazing and we were all over- 
come with joy," Cybulski's 75-year-old wife Mar- 
tha told The NEWS. 

"The doctors told us they have no medical 
explanation for his recovery. 

"I guess it was just a miracle. Somebody 
/ up there was watc^iing over him. We have a 
lot of faith in the power of prayer." 

That "miracle" may not have come to 
pass if Cybulski's daughter, Susan Hud- 
der, hadn't taken her 2-year-old son Jef- 
frey to the hospital to visit his grandpa in 
what everyone was sure was the old 
man's final hours. 

"There was Dad on the life-support ma- 
chine, full of tubes and lying perfectly 
Susan remembered. "Jeffrey looked 



still,' 

at him from the doorway and yelled, 
'Grandpa!' 

"We still can't believe it. Dad sat up 
in bed and stretched out his arms to 
his grandson." 

About 20 minutes later, when Susan 
told her dad she and Jeffrey had to 
leave, Cybulski looked up at her and 
. said, "OK," in a clear voice that 
carried no hint that he had just been 
snatched back from the edge of the 
grave. 

"Well, I'm feeling really great 
now," the retired mining engineer 
said. "I suppose I'm a lucky man. I 



don't know. I have trouble under- 
standing what happened to me. 

"I don't know what it was. Some- 
thing triggered something somehow. I 
guess. 

"But ... I came out of my coma 
the instant Jeffrey came into my hos- 
pital room and called out, 'Grand- 
pa.' "

A boy of about 8, believed to have been 
dumped in the wilds of Africa as an infant, was 
adopted by a band of friendly baboons who fed 
him, protected him from predators — and 
turned him into a real-life monkey boy. 

The banana-chomping child was captured three 
months ago by dumb- 



it tit, 



struck hunters who 
found him romping 
through the brush with a 
family of 50 baboons in 
eastern Uganda. 

The men turned the naked, 
mud-caked kid — now called 
Bobby — over to authorities in 
the capital city of Kampala. 
"When we first saw this little 
8-year-old child, he truly 
thought he was a baboon," 
said Ugandan govern- 
ment minister Bwanika 
Bbaale. "He walked 
like a baboon and 
screamed like a ba- 
boon and ate like a 
baboon. 

"After a cou- 
ple of months in 
an orphanage he

is still very confused. He doesn't 
know what he's supposed to be, a hu- 
man child or a young baboon. 

"He can't talk and he can't under- 
stand what we're saying to him, so 
turning him from a monkey into a 
human is going to take some time." 

Bbaale is convinced Bobby's par- 
ents abandoned him in the wilds 
when he was a baby and the sympa- 
thetic baboons took him in. 

"There is no doubt they saved his 
life," the government bigwig said. 
"They fed him and protected him 



and taught him how to survive in 
the jungle." 

The hunters who captured Bobby 
found him scurrying through the 
brush, munching on roots, fruit and 
insects. 

But the minute they went after 
him, the terrified child scampered 
up a tree as fast as any monkey. 

"We had to throw a rope on him 
to get him down, and then we had to 
hog-tie him to get him to come with 
us," said hunting party boss Ben 
Byangwa. 

"His baboon family was going 
crazy. We had to beat them off with 
sticks. The boy was so frightened he 
was shrieking at us. 

"It was obvious that in his mind 
he was just another baboon." 

"When he was put into the or- 
phanage, he ran around on all fours 
with his arms dangling down and 
his back arched over," Bbaale re- 
called. "And he couldn't eat from 
bowls or use a knife and fork. 

"He just slapped the food in his 
mouth, and we had to fight to keep 
him from drinking out of rain pud- 
dles. The entire situation was very 
strange — but it shows just how lit- 
tle difference there really is be- 
tween man and monkey."

Yajcaji, 40, on a dozen charg- 
es arising from the ghoulish 
scam, said prosecutor Rubin. 

"He used the Identity of a 
close friend, whose name I 
don't wish to release," said 
Rubin. "His friend was killed 
in a 1985 motorcycle acci- 
dent." 

Using his buddy's name, age 
and other information, Yajcaji 
got a duplicate driver's license 
last August according to Ru- 
bin. 

"Twenty days later he ob- 
tained a bank loan using his 
dead friend's spotless credit 
record," said Rubin. "Then he 
bought a $24,000 300ZX Nis- 
san and put the title in the 
dead friend's name." 

Yajcaji is accused of signing 
his dead buddy's name to a 
bad check when he applied for 
car insurance. "The insurance 
company issued him an insur- 
ance card in advance, but 
never allowed the coverage af- 
ter the check bounced," said 
Rubin. 

When the mother of the 37- 
year-old dead man got the 
summons for the speeding 
ticket, she contacted police. 

"It's amazing to me that 
Yajcaji was able to do what he 
did," said Rubin. 

A fugitive warrant has been 
issued for Yajcaji.

"There can be no doubt that the 
crash diet she was on made her 
stab him to death." 

Incredibly, doctors who exam- 
ined Mrs. Lankford agree. They 
say that anyone who goes on a 
crash diet for weeks on end is at 



risk of becoming extremely violent 
like she did. 

"Extreme diets definitely take a 
terrible toll on a person's body and 
mind," Dr. Paul Pretet told news- 
men. 

"Sometimes the least little thing 
can set that person off. 

"And while the results aren't as 
tragic as they were in this case, the 
potential is always there. A crash 
diet can cause temporary insanity. 
In this instance, it surely did." 

Police said the alleged murder 
drama unfolded 28 days after the 
5-foot woman went on the bizarre 
two-apple-a-day diet to lop 50 
pounds off her 170 pound frame. 

She had actually lost 33 of those 
pounds when her husband told her 
that she was still "fat as a pig." 

"From what I understand, Mrs. 
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fore setting them free. 

"We don't know if they were 
doing some sort of scientific re- 
search or what," shocked Sergio, 
41, told reporters in Lima, Peru. 

"But they sure seemed eager to 
drink our blood, and when they 
did, they really seemed to enjoy it.

Baffled cops were left searching for answers 
in the burned out rubble of an expensive home 
where they say a respected professor touched off 
a blaze that killed his sleeping wife and two sons! 

"Everyone who knew them thought they were an 
all-American family," said Police Lt. Martin Hoxie of 
Barnstable, Mass. "It's very strange and at this point 
we have no idea why it 
happened. It's baffling." 

Authorities charged John 
Milo, a 45-year-old engineer- 
ing profes.sor at the Massachu- 
setts Maritime Academy, with 
arson and murder in the death 
of his wife, Geraldine. and 
their sons, Andrew, 12, and 
Christopher, 9. 

On the night of the blaze 
neighbors Charles and Mar- 
gareta Maynard were rousted 
out of bed shortly before 11 
p.m. by Milo frantically bang- 
ing on their door. 

Mrs. Maynard said she and 
her husband opened the door 
and found Milo "pounding and 
yelling, 'There's a fire in the 
house! There's a fire in the 
house!' " 

"He was so wild with worry 
there was no reaching him," 
Maynard said. "He kept say- 
ing 'Help me, help me, I can't 
lose my family.' " 

Firemen raced to the scene, 
but couldn't save Milo's family 
from the blaze that gutted the 
$250,000 home. 

Investigators said the fire 
was set in the living room and 
that some sort of accelerant 
was used. 

Neighbors described the Mi- 
los as a closely-knit family 
often seen taking walks, jog- 
ging or working in the yard to- 
gether. 

"Everybody's asking if he 
did it for the insurance and if 
things just went awry," Mrs. 
Maynard said. 

Police were left wondering, 
too. 

"There's no big insurance 
money involved," Lt. Hoxie 
said. "There didn't appear to 
be any family problems that 
anyone was aware of. We don't 
know why he did it, unless he 
just snapped." .

The pregnant wife of an African 
tribesman has been carrying her un- 
born child for 22 months! 

And doctors say when the baby is born it 
will weigh at least 23 pounds and will have the 
physical and mental maturity of a 2-year-old 
child. 



The woman, who lives in 
a remote village on the 
Ugalla River in western 
Tanzania, was taken to a 
clinic near Dar es Salaam 
for close monitoring dur- 
ing what prenatal experts 
say are the final weeks of 
the pregnancy. 

"This is a most extraordi- 
nary case," said government 
health official, Maurice Ship- 
ley. "It is most important that 
the woman's identity, and that 
of the father, be kept confi- 
dential until after the child is 
bom. 

"The term of her pregnancy 
is unprecedented because nor- 
mal pregnancy is 270 days. 
There have been many widely 
reported claims of up to 410 
days, but those are insignifi- 
cant in comparison to this 
fully authenticated case which 
has already gone 660 days." 

The 29-year-old woman has 
given birth to 12 children 
since her marriage at the age 
of 13. Because of a move to

curb the birthrate in Tanza- 
nia's poor villages, she had 
been regularly taking contra- 
ceptive pills for 16 months 
prior to her latest pregnancy.

"Niko Gudkov won three 
straight games and the com- 
puter couldn't stand it. When 
the chess master reached for 
his knight to begin play in 
the fourth game, the com- 
puter sent a lethal surge of 
electricity to the board sur- 
face. The computer had been 
programmed to move its 
chess pieces by producing a 
low-level electric current. 

"Gudkov was electrocuted 
while a gallery of hundreds 
watched." 

The decision to put the 
computer on trial stunned 
legal experts around the 



world. But the Soviets are 
convinced that the computer 
had the pride and intelli- 
gence to develop a hatred for 
Gudkov — and the motive 
and means to kill him. 

The mind-boggling murder 
drama unfolded during a six- 
day chess marathon between 
the M2-n super-computer 
and Gudkov, a world class 
chess player. 

According to reports, Gud- 
kov defied alt odds and beat 
the machine in three consec- 
utive games. And when they 
prepared to begin their 
fourth, a deadly dose of elec- 
tricity flowed up into the 




electronic chess board and 
zapped Gudkov dead. 

Soviet authorities initially 
thought that the surge of 
electricity was caused by a 
short-circuit. But an exami- 
nation of the computer re- 
vealed no problems. 

It was later determined 
that the machine diverted the 
flow of electricity from Its 
brain to the chess board to en- 
sure a victory over Gudkov. 

"The computer was pro- 
grammed to win at chess and 



when It couldn't do that legit- 
imately, it killed its oppo- 
nent," said investigator Shal- 
nev. 

"It might sound ridiculous 
to bring a machine to trial for 
murder. But a machine that 
can solve problems and think 
faster than any human must 
be held accountable for Its ac- 
tions." 

Rudi Hagemann, the Swiss 
legal scholar, agreed with the 
Soviet cop. 

He said that the develop-

ment of artificial intelli- 
gence has come so far in re- 
cent years that certain com- 
puters and some robots "must 
be considered human." 

It isn't clear huw the 
Soviets will punish the com- 
puter if It is found guilty 
when it goes to court this 
spring. 

But Hagemann says the 
machine will probably be re- 
programmed or dismantled 
altogether.

Rapist Bernard Quigley got a measly seven 
years after he attacked housewife Kitty Phair so 
viciously he broke her back but Mrs. Phair got a 
life sentence — as a 
cripple. 

The 46-year-old rape victim 
is confined to a wlieelchair for 
the remainder of her days. 
But her most terrible burden 
is the rage she feels knowing 
that her attacker will probably 
be out of jail in a few years. 

"He ruined my life," the 
brunette mother of five said in 
an interview. "The thought 
that I could see him on the 
street in four years' time 
makes me sick. 

"Rapists should get at least 
20 years. No matter what a 
rapist gets, it can never com- 
pensate for the suffering that 
any victim goes through. It 
leaves a horrific scar on your 
mind." 

Mrs. Phair was raped on the 
day of her daughter's wedding 
by the man who lived across 
the street. She had invited 
Quigley and his wife to the 
wedding and after the recep- 
tion she agreed to go with 
them to a disco. They stopped 
by Quigley's home and while 
the 28-year-old man's wife 



went out for Chinese food, 
Quigley raped his guest. 

"I've never known fear like 
that," said Mrs. Phair of En- 
niskillen, Ireland. "My back 
was wedged against a bench. I 
kept screaming about the 
pain. 

"Then I heard my back 
break. The pain was like noth- 
ing I've ever felt. I thought 
my whole body was going to 
break in two." 

Brave Mrs. Phair is speak- 
ing out about her ordeal in the 
hope that she can persuade au- 
thorities to treat rape more 
seriously. 

"I want people to know how 
this man destroyed my body 
and sentenced me to a life of 
misery," she said. "It's hard to 
stay silent when you've sat in 
a courtroom, listened to that 
man tell lie after lie and then 
see him walk away with a 
seven-year sentence that will 
likely be reduced to three.

"Government officials are 
hundreds of miles away in 
Brazzaville," Dr. Goertz ex- 
plained. "Mbdumba is another 
world to them." 

No one knows for certain 
when the hyenas came to the 
village. 

The first hint of impending 
trouble came when graves in 
the village cemetery were 
found dug up and littered with 
the gnawed bones and skulls 
of the dead. 

"Each morning, we would 
find new graves that had been 
dug up," 27-year-old villager 
Bendi Bandundu said. 

"But after about a week, we 
knew they were hyenas. We

"We put a guard at the cem- 
etery one night. The next 
morning we found what was 
left of him scattered in the 
dirt. 

"Soon there were no more 
corpses for the hyenas to eat.

At first, Bandundu said, the 
hyenas made their savage at- 
tacks only at night. But the 
pack soon grew totally fearless 
and launched their murderous 
rampages at any time — day 
or night. 

"The hyena has the most 
powerful jaws of any animal 
on earth," Dr. Goertz ex- 
plained. "They can sever a 
grown man's arm or crush his 
skull with a single snap. 

"The villagers know they 
won't get any more help from 
Brazzaville. And they know 
they're doomed if they re- 
main. So, most are moving 
out." 

But the exodus from Mbd- 
umba will not be easy for the 
villagers. 

Until the hyenas came, they 
had a good life there on the 
banks of the Sangha, while the 
rest of the Congo wallowed in 
political misery.

"It was 
the effect an adult would suf- 
fer if he put his head out of a 
speeding train. He would gasp 
and have difficulty breath- 
ing."
